A 16~foot soaffcld- 
ing r,, ith a pole, probably for a mind cone, and closed trucks 
mithout heels serving as guardhouse, mere located on the 
TiOrXJ-BRLIlJ^-KR-f:^ (IT 53/ ’ 22) road. 

The IT- 3 dimension of the field mas from 1,600 to 2,000 feet, 
the A- T " dimension about 5. 000 feet. 5ix air force soldiers 
I [ mere laying a telephone line along 

the southern edge of the field to the KRAEIJ2 estate. 

According to local residents, twin-engine aircraft had. also 
lauded at the field. 

Comment: 

The existence of this airfield is reported for the first time. 
It is assumed that it is being used as a training field by 
the fighter units stationed in BRAITDETJBURG-ARADO;
